Offering  days  start  October  31,   1942  and  vrill  continue  each  ''fednesday 
thorpi-'.fter  until  further  notice,  but  not  beyond  December  23,   1942.  Offers 
must  be  submitted  on  form  PbP-lOOO  viith  an  original  and  four  signed  copies. 
Separa.tp  offers  must  be  submitted  for  eacli  sepr.rate  pla.nt. 

Each  sajnpler  shoxxld  ct'.refully  study  the  provisions  of  Schedule  FSC~11, 
Purch;..se  Specifications  for  Spray  Dried  Vhole  Eggs,  a.nd  be  fully  fa.miliar 
with  ;  11  the  requirements  contained  therein  pertavining  to  t  hp  raaxiufactur- 
ing,   inspection  and  grading,  packa.,ging,  marking,   delivery,   quantity,  de- 
la^/s  and  dai.iages  pertaining  thereto,  of  dried  eggs  for  delivery  to  the 
F.S.C.C.     These  specifications  are  conplete  a,nd  ea.ch  sampler  must  know  the 
details  of  the  vr.rious  requirements. 

In  vie'.'  of  the  liquidated  clfuse  which  will  apply  to  all  deliveries  thf.t 
;'.re  not  made  on  time  unless  such  dela.y  is  due  to  the  inability  of  the  ven- 
dor to  obtain  sjinpling  and  gra.ding  services,   it  is  essential  thc.t  eaxh 
saj-.ipler  keep  nn  accurate  record  of  the  date  on  wuich  sampling  service  ere 
requestfd.     It  is  also  essential  that  the  sampling  and  test  weight  report 
sho\^  the  a.ctual  date  of  manufacture  of  each  sept.,ra-te  lot  sampled.  The 
month  and  df.y  of  mt-nufacture  should  be  stt  ted  on  the  report. 

In  Jiddition  to  Schedule  i'SC-11,   each  st^npler  should  also  be  thorouglrily 
ffiniliar  vrith  the  specific,  tions  for  the  containers,   especially  the  bi..r- 
rels  and  liners  used  for  packaging  dried  eggs,     Where  the  proauct  is  packed 
in  some  contain<  r  other  thin  a  ba.rrel,  the  su.ipler  should  be  thorouii^hly 
familiar  v;ith  the  specifications  of  the  type  container  used.     These  Con- 
tainer Specifications  are  complete  and  the  sampler  must  be  thoroughly  fam- 
ilic-.r  v/ith  the  requirements  for  the  particular  type  of  container  used  by 
the  vendor  i  t  trie  pl^nt  v/here  he  does  stapling.
